A 
lusty kick across the mouth of 
goal is not advantageous becauseé 
often your inside men are unable 
to gather the ball. A centre plac- 
ed a few yards in front of the 
goalkeeper and between the full 
backs is the ideal, anda good cen- 
tre forward should be able to 
turn to good account. Wing men 
should not attempt, as many do, 
to score from impossible angles. 

Having dealt with each indi- 
vidual position, IT will now con- 
elude with a few generalities. 
Players should note it is not now 
necessary to notify the referee of 
their intention to resume playing 
after having left the field through 
injury.. In fairness to the referee 
howerer, a player should let him 
know in some way that he is re-

THR REFERER! 


(By “Old Pro."’) 


“Why are you a referee?” Ii 
once asked a well-known official. 

“Goodness knows!”’ he replied. 
“Certainly not for what I make 
by it! The pay is not very hand- 
some, as you will admit. But 
there is a fascination about the 
work, despite all the criticism one 
js subjected to. Perhaps it is be- 
cause one likes to be in authority 
and to wield power.” 


Yat we cannot get on without 
the man with the whistle, the man 
who shapes the destinies of clubs 
and whose endeayour is to keep 
the scales of justico and fairness 
swinging evenly. Truly he has a 
most responsible and important 
part to play; and often he does 
not receive the recognition that 
is his due. Whilst the men in 
the shirts and shorts are only 
wnits, the presiding official is su- 
preme, and on him the suceess or 
failure of a match may depend. 
Many a time one has left the 
ground with the feeling that the 
man with the whistle has spoil 
the game. 


What is the highest qualifica- 
tion of the referee? I should say 
ynhesitatingly, personality. Any 
man can learn the rules off pat 
but it does not follow that he is @ 
good referee. However wide his 
knowledge, he is bound to make 
mistakes, and it is then that trou- 
ble arises, unless he has already 
clearly shown that he will not 
tolerate interference. Indeed, the 
impression he creates in this re- 
spect is just as important in its 
effect on the spectators as it is on 
the players. A man must be 
strong. He must demonstrate to 
the players as quickly as the oc- 
easion arises that he is not going 
to put up with any tom-foolery 
and if he would win the approval 
of the crowd he must stick to his 
decisions at all costs. Very rarely 
foes it pay to change a ruling, 
though to do so when it is obvious 
that a mistake has been made is 
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tion he would take if a player who 
had been ordered to leave the fielc 
for some serious offence refused 
to obey. 

The bad referee is both a nui- 
sance and a danger. He ruffles 
the players, and, worse still, he 
unsettles the erowd, whose influ- 
enee in such matters is very faz 
reaching. The spectators fline 
their haif-bricks of criticism at 
him, and under these conditions it 
is searcely surprising that the 
players are apt to take matters 
into their own hands. This is 
how trouble starts, and many a 
man has had to suffer indireetly 
through the weakness of the offi- 
cial in charge. The strong re- 
feree is quick to see tempers ris- 
ing, and he is just as quick to 
apply the needed corrective. It 
is not easy to describe how firm- 
ness is indicated; but in some 
eases you know in the first minute 
of a mateh—and, moreover, the 
players know, too—that the re- 
fereé will not permit any liberties 
to be taken with him. It is in 
these circumstances that you get 
the best matches and the most 
interesting play. How important 
then is it that Soccer should be 
in charge of competent and well- 
paid referees.

A player cannot 
be off-side in his own half of the 
field of play, nor when the ball 
is last played by an opponent, nor 
if he is behind the ball when it 
is last played. He cannot be off- 
side when a corner kick or throw- 
in is taken, this protection ceas- 
ing when the ball is again played 
by one of his own side. With 
these general exceptions a 
PLAYDR MUST HAVE AT 
LEAST THRED OF HIS OPPON- 
ENTS NEARER THEIR OWN 
GOAL LINE: Te be penalised a 
player must be playing the ball or 
interfering with the play.

PENALTY KICK.—This award 
for the following infringements 
within the “‘penalty’”’ area (18 
yards mark): Tripping, kicking, 
striking, jumping at an opponent, 
handling the ball, holding, push- 
ing, or illegally charging an op- 
ponent. All players except the 
player taking the kick and the 
opponents’ goal-keeper must keep 
outside the penalty area, and at 
least ten yards from where the 
kick is taken. The kick is taken 
from a mark 12 yards from the 
goal line. 

GHNERAL.—Intentional in- 
fringements only are penalised, 
and generally speaking the ‘‘ad- 
vantage” rule is followed.
